This amazing document was discovered by Miss Dorothy 
Margaret Stuart the historian, and was the subject of a most 
illuminating article by her in the New Statesman of February 
28th, 1931, in which will be found a fuller account of the matter 
than can be given here. 


The text of the warrant is as follows :— 


These are to will and require you forthwith to 
make your repatire to the studdy and chamber of 
Wiliam Prynne Esquire in Lincolns Inne or 


Ellis, The Old House, Great Bedwyn, Marlborough 


elsewhere, which you are dilligently to search for 
all writeings Letters or other papers or Records 
belonging to the Commonwealth. And alsoe for all 
writeings Letters, or papers by him written or in 
his custody, of dangerous nature against the 
Commonwealth, all which you are to seize and seale 
up, and bring or cause to be safely brought to this 
Counsell that thereupon further Order may be given 
concerning them. Of which you are not to fayle, 
and for which this shall be yor. sufficient Warrant. 
Given at the Council of State at Whitehall this 25th 
day of June, 1650.

The proceedings of the Council of State of this date which 
are preserved in the Record Office show that this search warrant 
was issued, but the name of the person to whom it was sent was 
omitted, the word ‘“‘ To’’ being followed by a blank. It is a 
matter of the greatest surprise and interest that Milton himself 
was charged to undertake the task. 


On the same date, June 25th, 1650, the Council of State 
records show that a warrant for the arrest of William Prynne 
was addressed also to an unnamed recipient, who was required :— 


upon sight hereof to make your repaire to any 
place where you shall understand the person of 
William Prynne, Esqr. shall bee, and him, the said 
Mr. Prynne, you shall apprehend and shall secure 
him in Dunster Castle for his seditious writings and 
practices against the Commonwealth. His house is 
also to be searched for all writings, letters, papers 
or records that are agt. this Commonwealth or any 
way belonging to it. 
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Miss Stuart queries ‘‘ did Milton make his repair forthwith 
to Lincoln’s Inn, and did he return while the Council were still 
in session in time for them to issue the warrant for Prynne’s 
arrest before they rose?’’ Prynne was certainly arrested 5 days 
later (on the 30th of June) at his house in Swainswick near Bath, 
and promptly conveyed away about fifty miles and clapped with- 
out trial into Dunster Castle. 


‘To the author of Histrio-Mastix ’’’ as Miss Stuart tells us 
‘“ there was nothing unfamiliar in the aspect of stone walls and 
iron bars. He had been a prisoner in the Fleet and the Tower, 
in the Castle of Mount Orgueil and in that Westminster tavern, 
picturesquely called ‘ Hell’ which was used as a temporary 
place of detention for the victims of ‘ Pride’s Purge ’.’’ After 
protesting against the execution of Charles I. he had entered upon 
a series of clandestine royalist activities of which the Council’s 
spies inevitably became aware; but that Milton played a part 
in the episode of his arrest remained unknown and unsuspected 
until the discovery of this search warrant. 


Milton in 1650 ‘‘ had held for more than a year the post of 
Secretary for Foreign Languages to the Council of State. His 
clash with Prynne over the Doctrine and Discipline of Divorce 
had occurred six years earlier and four years had passed since in 
the original draft of his sonnet On the Forcers of Conscience he 
had made a rather brutal allusion to the mutilation which his 
Presbyterian critic had suffered during the Laudian terror. 
During that time his views had become—if possible—harder and 
narrower than before, and nothing had happened to soften his 
old contempt for that upstarte scarecrow, Prynne.”’ 


The circumstances of Prynne’s imprisonment are still 
mysterious, for although he was kept a prisoner for nearly three 
years he was not put on trial, and was at length released despite 
his characteristic refusal to give security in the sum of £1000 
that he would thenceforward do nothing against the Common- 
wealth. He never ceased to work in his own way for the restora- 
tion of the monarchy and, Charles IJ. rewarded him for his 
services by making him Keeper of the Records of the Tower. 


Remembering the wording of our search warrant this selection 
of a Keeper of Records might have seemed a doubtful one, but 
Prynne showed himself well fitted for his new capacity, and by 
compiling those volumes familiarly known as Prynne’s Records 
published between 1665-1670 made a substantial contribution to 
historical literature, which was for many years most prized by 
students and collectors. 


Whilst then Prynne, at last basking in the sunshine of good 
fortune, brought forth his most useful work, Milton, afflicted by 
blindness and reduced almost to poverty, gave to the world in 
1667 his Paradise Lost. In view of these, the ultimate achieve- 
ments of Milton and Prynne, as well as the stormy writings of 
their earlier lives, CAN ONE IMAGINE A SEARCH WARRANT OF GREATER 
PIQUANCY THAN THE ONE NOW OFFERED FOR SALE.

On Queen Mary’s accession 
he was recalled, but instead of returning home preferred to remain on the continent 
and travelled for a year in Italy and Germany. Doubtless he purchased this volume 
during this journey. Afterwards he was seriously thought of as a suitor for Queen 
Elizabeth’s hand.

Str THomas EGERTON, Baron Ellesmere and Viscount Brackley, was bred for the 
law and quickly acquired a large practice in Chancery. He was appointed Solicitor- 
General in 1581, and it is said that this was the result of the Queen hearing him 
plead a case against the Crown. ‘In my troth,’’ she exclaimed, “‘ he shall never 
plead against me again.”’ He became Attorney-General in 1592, Master of the Rolls 
in 1594, and Lord Keeper in 1596. It is said that Elizabeth made the latter appointment 
against the advice of Burleigh. She constantly consulted Egerton on matters of home 
and foreign affairs. 

His consideration for young and struggling barristers is vouched for by Francis Bacon, 
who, when writing to him in 1596, acknowledges his ‘* fatherly care.”’

Charles, second Earl and First Marquess Cornwallis, was born in 1738 and educated 
at Eton. Brought up as a soldier, he served with distinction im several campaigns, 
attaining a well-merited reputation. Being sent to America with reinforcements 
during the war against the insurgents he won the victory of Brandywine. After a 
brief period of leave he returned, but found that his superior officer, Clinton, had little 
grasp of the situation. Acting on Clinton’s instructions and against his own judgement 
he established himself at Yorktown and was there bottled up by Washington and the 
French troops, and forced to capitulate. 

Cornwallis lost no confidence on this account, however, and was pressed as early 
as 1782 to accept the Governor-Generalship of India. He was at last persuaded to 
accept in 1786, and the first letter in the series above announces his arrival in Madras 
to assume office. The correspondence is not an official one, but is a confidential 
passing of letters between Cornwallis and Dundas. It was the manner in which 
the former kept the latter av FAIT with the situation in India. 

Cornwallis had a definite object in view. It was to restore the military and civil 
services of India to an efficient state and to repair the bad effect produced by the 
defeats experienced in the second Mysore War. These tasks he accomplished, and, at 
the same time, cleared up the situation generally to such a degree that he left the 
way open for his successors to establish England's supremacy throughout the Indian 
peninsula. 

The correspondence in these volumes is therefore of the highest importance as material 
for the history of India, MORE ESPECIALLY SO AS IT HAS NEVER BEEN PUBLISHED IN ANY 
COMPLETE FORM.
